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scientific  knowledge,  policies,  or  practices. 


More  than  50  Extension  people  participated  in  the  I960  White  House 
Conference  on  Children  and  Youth  here  March  27 -April  2.  This  was  the 
fifth  such  conference  held  since  the  first  one  called  by  Fresident  Theodore 
Roosevelt  in  1910.  We  will  keep  you  advised  of  recommendations  and  follow- 
up reports  which  were  not  yet  available  when  this  issue  of  IDEAS  went  to 
press. 

Two  special  follow-up  sessions  were  planned  for  extension  workers. 

1.  An  Interpretation  Conference  on  4-H  and  YMW  programs  which  began 
immediately  after  adjournment  of  the  week-long  sessions  and  continued 
until  Saturday  noon.  Members  of  our  Division  staff  participated  in 
organizing  and  conducting  this  one. 

2.  Edward  V.  Pope,  Extension  specialist  in  child  development  and  parent 
education,  held  a special  2-day  follow-up  conference  for  the  family  life 
specialists  on  April  4 and  5. 

We  will  send  you  more  complete  information  about  the  results  as  soon  as 
we  have  it. 


NATIONAL  4-H  CLUB  WEEK  --  RE  PORT -TO -THE -NATION 

We  wish  all  of  you  could  have  seen  the  six  4-H  member  reporters  as  they 
went  through  their  extremely  heavy  schedule  here,  acting  as  real  "salesmen" 
for  the  4-H  program.  They,  of  course,  were  an  excellent  sample --" Purple 
Ribbon"  if  you  please--of  our  4-H  product,  boys  and  girls. 

Some  of  the  new  and  highlight  experiences  you  may  be  interested  in,  taken  in 
order  of  their  occurrence,  were  first,  on  Monday  a visit  to  the  U.  S.  Chamber 
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of  Commerce.  Vice  President  Booth,  who  had  thought  he  could  stay  only 
5 minutes  to  receive  the  Report-to-the -Nation  book,  like  the  one  given  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  stayed  the  full  hour  to  visit  with  the  4-H 
membe  rs . 

Next  was  the  Monday  luncheon  at  the  National  4-H  Foundation.  Here,  about 
150  top  Government,  business,  and  farm  organization  officials  enjoyed  the 
hospitality  and  facilities  of  the  National  4-H  Center  and  heard  the  4-H  members 
in  a panel  moderated  by  Ed  Aiton.  Tuesday  was  headlined  by  visits  with 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Ezra  T.  Benson,  and  Vice  President  Nixon. 

Another  Tuesday  highlight  was  the  luncheon  with  Senators  and  Congressmen, 
even  though  several  quorum  calls  kept  the  Congressmen  coming  and  going. 

A real  climax  this  year  was  provided  by  the  National  Committee  on  Boys 
and  Girls  Club  Work  when  they  scheduled  a DuPont  plane  to  pick  up  the 
delegates  in  Washington,  D.  C.  on  Wednesday  and  take  them  to  Wilmington, 
Del.  for  a conference  with  officials  of  Hercules  Powder  Company,  donor 
for  Entomology  Awards  Programs,  and  later  a luncheon  with  DuPont 
officials,  donor  of  the  Beef  Awards  Frogram.  A 15-minute  visit  in  DuPont 
President  Greenwalt's  office  gave  the  4-H'ers  an  experience  in  a top 
business  office  added  to  the  top  Government  office  they  had  visited  the 
day  before. 

Later  that  evening  the  DuPont  plane  delivered  the  group  to  Detroit,  Mich,  , 
where  they  were  dinner  guests  of  General  Motors  and  on  Thursday  they  were 
luncheon  guests  of  the  Detroit  Board  of  Commerce.  At  each  conference, 
luncheon,  or  dinner,  the  4-H  members  did  an  excellent  job  of  telling  their 
4-H  experiences  and  how  they  had  benefited  by  them.  We  think  that  now 
many  more  people  at  the  national  level  are  dedicated  even  more  to  giving 
4-H  Club  work  the  attention  it  deserves. 

As  you  know,  the  expense  of  the  trip  was  taken  care  of  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 

Robert  Quain  of  the  Conrad-Hilton  Hotels.  The  Quains  were  with  the  group 
most  of  the  week. 

During  the  week,  Janet  Long  of  Michigan  was  selected  to  be  featured  in 
Seventeen  Magazine  in  the  "Miss  Young  America  in  4-H"  series.  Her 
achievements  will  typify  the  accomplishments  and  attitudes  of  4-H  girls 
across  the  Nation.  The  selection  was  made  by  staff  members  of  the  magazine 
with  Extension  cooperation.

Citizenship  in  a democracy,  the  scientific  approach  to  problem  solving, 
international  understanding,  knowing  your  government,  and  our  national 
heritage,  are  the  special,  significant  terms  designating  different  days' 
programs  for  delegates  at  this  30th  National  4-H  Conference  to  be  held  at 
the  National  4-TI  Club  Center,  April  23-29. 

Concurrently  with  the  delegates'  session,  approximately  100  State  leaders 
will  be  considering  the  leadership  roles,  relationships,  and  methods  for 
effective  Extension  youth  programs  as  they  relate  to  the  work  of  the 
volunteer  4-H  Club  leader,  the  county  Extension  worker,  the  subject 
specialist,  and  the  State  4-H  Club  leader. 

The  National  4-H  Foundation  will  be  host  to  the  group  at  a Buffet  Supper 
at  the  4-H  Club  Center  on  Thursday  evening  prior  to  the  featured  social 
event  of  the  conference--the  Clover  Cotillion.  The  leaders  and  a number 
of  invited  friends  of  4-H  Club  work  will  be  guests  of  the  National  Committee 
on  Boys  and  Girls  Club  Work  at  a special  luncheon  at  the  Mayflower  Hotel 
on  Friday,  April  29.  The  conference  will  be  closed  with  a Candlelighting 
Ceremony  at  the  National  4-H  Club  Center  entitled,  "You  Have  Seen  The 
Glory.  " 


FIELD  TRAVEL  RE  QUESTS 

Early  in  April  your  State  director  will  be  receiving  from  Mr,  Ferguson  a 
set  of  forms  for  use  in  requesting  services  of  Federal  Extension  staff. 

You  will  notice  that  most  of  the  position  titles  and  some  of  the  job 
assignments  for  members  of  our  Division  staff  have  been  changed.  We 
mention  this  in  order  that  you  may  advise  your  director  of  any  assistance 
you  wish  from  our  staff  team  during  the  6-month  period,  July  1,  I960 
through  December  31,  I960.  More  distant  requests  may  also  be  sent  with 
these  same  forms  and,  of  course,  this  always  permits  us  to  do  some  long- 
range  planning.  We  thank  you  for  alerting  us. 

Since  the  requests  for  assistance  far  exceed  4-H  staff  time  available,  we 
usually  give  priority  on  about  the  following  basis: 

1.  Requests  for  individual  or  team  assistance  in  the  planning,  evaluation 
and  program  projection  into  the  future,  with  your  own  State  4-H  staff  and/or 
administrative  and  supervisory  group. 

2.  Interstate  or  regional  conferences  of  extension  workers  relative  to  the 
planning  of  effective  youth  programs. 
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3.  Requests  for  assistance  in  staff  training  or  other  staff  conferences. 

4.  Requests  for  assistance  at  other  general  Extension  meetings,  youth 
camps  or  conferences, 

5.  Participation  in  youth  events. 

6.  Field  trips  where  more  than  one  State  can  be  included  in  an  itinerary, 
especially  where  long  distances  and  considerable  expense  is  involved. 


SUMMER  SCHOOLS 


With  the  completion  of  the  first  three-week  "Winter  Sessions  for  Extension 
workers  at  the  University  of  Georgia  in  March,  we  are  reminded  of  the 
importance  of  keeping  up  in  our  field.  Additional  opportunities  for 
professional  improvement  are  becoming  available  each  year.  The  regional 
Extension  Summer  Schools  at  Cornell,  in  V/isconsin,  Colorado,  Arkansas, 
and  at  Prairie  View,  Texas,  have  been  our  stand-bys  for  some  time.  Your 
January  I960  issue  of  the  Extension  Service  Review  lists  the  courses  offered 
as  well  as  the  dates  of  each  of  these  schools. 

Several  States  have  had  their  own  summer  session  for  Extension  workers 
prior  to  this  year.  Arizona  is  adding  such  a course  this  year.  Cur  course 
has  been  charted  in  "A  Guide  to  Extension  Programs  for  the  Future".  Will 
we  be  able  to  fulfill  our  responsibilities  outlined  in  this  guide,  unless  we 
seriously  consider  improving  ourselves?  The  Extension  Summer  School 
might  be  the  answer  for  some  of  us.  But  it  undoubtedly  is  not  the  answer 
for  all  of  us.  'Why  don't  we  look  into  the  possibilities  in  relations  to  our 
needs  and  make  a plan  for  professional  improvement  in  the  near  future? 


WHO  JOINS  4-H  CLUBS? 

Recently  the  bulletin,  ""Who  Joins  4-H  Clubs?",  research  bulletin  215, 
University  of  Wisconsin,  Madison,  Wis.  , October  1959,  came  across  our 
desks.  This  publication  is  an  analysis  of  the  school  and  home  backgrounds 
of  4--H  Club  members  and  non-members  in  Wisconsin  communities.  It 
was  done  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Burton  W.  Kreitlow,  Professor  of 
Education  and  Professor  of  Agricultural  and  Extension  Education,  Univer  sity 
of  Wisconsin;  and  with  the  assistance  of  Lowell  Pierce,  4-H  Club  Agent, 
Wisconsin,  and  Curtis  Middleton,  Assistant  Agricultural  Agent,  Indiana. 
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The  article  written  by  Mr.  Kreitlow  in  the  December  issue  of  "National  4-H 
News"  was  based  on  the  research  reported  in  this  bulletin.  The  report 
goes  into  detail  concerning  implications.  These  are  divided  into  general 
implications,  implications  for  parents,  implications  for  local  leaders  and 
implications  for  professional  4-H  Club  workers.  We  think  this  publication 
very  thought-provoking,  and  are  attempting  to  get  copies  to  enclose  with 
this  issue. 


SCIENCE  CONFERENCE  REPORT 


Several  States  have  reported  very  fine  reponse  to  the  audio-visual  report 
of  the  National  Conference  on  Science  in  4-H  Club  Work.  We  hope  every 
State  is  planning  to  use  this  slide  film  and  tape  recording  in  a presentation 
to  subject  matter  specialists  and  other  members  of  the  Extension  staff. 
States  which  have  used  it  report  it  has  been  very  helpful  in  generating 
interest  to  expand  the  substantive  content  of  the  4-H  Club  program. 


SOUTHERN  AGRICULTURAL  WORKERS  ASSOCIATION 


Eleven  State  4-H  staffs  were  represented  at  the  Extension  Section  meeting 
in  Birmingham  during  the  Association  of  Southern  Agricultural  Workers. 
The  program  included  four  major  topics: 

Multiplication  Process  - Junior  Leadership, 

Science  emphasis  in  4-H  Programs, 

Trends  and  adjustments  for  Extension  Programs,  and 
the  growth  of  4-H  Club  work  in  suburban  areas. 

This  year  C.  I.  Smith,  State  Club  Leader  of  Mississippi,  was  chairman  of 
the  Extension  Youth  Section  and  Ira  Hollar,  State  Club  Leader  in  Oklahoma, 
served  as  Program  Committee  chairman.  Next  year  the  SAW  A conference 
will  be  held  in  Jackson,  Miss,  , February  6-8.  Ira  Hollar  was  elected  as 
chairman  of  the  Youth  Section  and  Margaret  Gulley  will  serve  as  Program 
Committee  chairman. 

We  thought  you  would  be  interested  in  at  least  two  of  the  most  provocative 
papers  given:  Bill  Stucky' s "Trends  and  Adjustments  for  Extension  Youth 
Programs";  and  Miss  Emmie  Nelson's  "The  Multiplication  Process  in 
Junior  Leadership",  Miss  Emmie's  paper,  which  gives  some  real  insights 
and  ideas  on  junior  leadership  across  the  country,  is  based  on  a survey 
she  made  with  many  of  the  States, 
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TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  BUSINESS  PROGRAM 


We  are  all  eagerly  awaiting  the  report  of  the  4-H  Town  and  Country  Business 
Program  which  is  being  conducted  on  a pilot  basis  in  Pennsylvania.  The 
Research  Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  County  Agents'  Association  has 
done  some  advance  evaluation  with  agents  conducting  the  program.  The 
following  is  a brief  summary  of  their  evaluation.  It  is  expected  that  the 
results  of  this  exploratory  work  will  be  presented  to  the  States  through  a 
series  of  regional  conferences  sometime  during  September  and  October  of 
1960. 

"All  agents  expressed  enthusiasm  for  the  program.  Five  strong 
points  were  listed  by  these  agents.  The  4-H  Town  and  Country 
Business  Program  offers  Extension  an  opportunity  to:  (1)  work  with 
and  become  familiar  with  the  problems  of  marketing  agencies; 

(Z)  show  marketing  agencies  the  broad  program  of  Extension; 

(3)  show  young  people  vocational  opportunities;  (4)  develop  new 
Extension  leadership;  (5)  work  with  a new  clientele. 

"The  agents  found  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  "Business  Headers.  " 

Most  of  the  agents  stated  that  the  leaders  were  responsible  for  all 
the  program  once  the  club  was  started.  The  agents  also  felt  that 
it  would  not  be  necessary  for  Extension  Agents  to  be  present  at  the 
meetings.  The  Leaders'  Guides  were  found  helpful  and  necessary. 

"Both  boys  and  girls  from  farm,  rural  nonfarm,  and  urban  homes 
were  enrolled  in  clubs.  Agents  reported  that  club  members  grasped 
"quite  a bit"  of  understanding  of  moder  marketing  practices,  and 
became  aware  of  new  career  opportunities.  Agents  also  reported 
that  marketing  firms  were  very  cooperative  and  enthusiastic  and 
that  new  contacts  and  leaders  were  developed  in  this  area."

Some  individuals  that  they  have  found  to  be  helpful  are  sheriff, 
or  deputy  sheriff,  other  county  highway  enforcement  officers,  automobile 
dealers,  insurance  agents,  president  of  the  county  4-H  Leaders  Association, 
and  Automotive  Project  Leaders.  In  addition  to  these  you  may  want  to 
consider  service  station  people  and  an  oil  company  representative.  Write 
Glenn  D.  Barquest,  EAE,  University  of  Wisconsin,  Madison  6,  for  further 
information.

States  participating  in  the  past  have  indicated  that  the  program  is  good  and 
that  it  highlights  the  important  work  being  done  in  this  conservation  activity.

LEADERSHIP  TRAINING 

Michigan  - 4th  Annual  4-H  Leadermete 


For  the  first  time,  despite  the  heavy  snows,  the  fourth  Annual  4-H 
Leadermete  drew  local  volunteer  4-H  leaders  from  every  county  in 
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Michigan.  This  was  financed  by  the  4-H  Club  Foundation  of  Michigan 
and  held  March  5-6  at  the  Kellogg  Center,  Michigan  State  University. 

Of  the  300  in  attendance  nearly  all  were  present  for  the  first  time. 

The  only  repeaters  were  a few  leaders  who  assisted  with  the  planning. 

A few  county  Extension  agents  were  invited  to  be  present  and  participate. 
The  program  centered  around  a discussion  of  the  ten  Extension  youth 
objectives  with  emphasis  on  implementing  these  in  the  local  4-H  Club. 
Leaders  in  attendance  are  expected  to  relate  the  information  derived 
to  other  leaders  in  their  home  counties. 

Ohio  - Leadership  Unit 

The  effort  to  involve  members  of  the  County  Extension  staff  most 
concerned  with  4-H  Club  work,  in  developing  the  leadership  unit 
"Local  Club  Program  Development  and  Club  Management,"  met  with 
considerable  success.  About  70  county  Extension  agents  and  12  State 
Extension  workers  were  in  session  for  2 1/2  days  developing  the  unit. 

The  unit  was  sub-divided  into  10  units  with  most  of  the  time  spent  in 
work  groups  of  5 to  10  people  each  concentrating  on  the  specific  sub- 
unit. Talks  on  "Leader  Needs  Discovered  by  Studies,"  "Developmental 
Needs  of  Boys  and  Girls,"  "Total  Leader  Development  Opportunities," 
"Preparation  of  Lesson  Plans,"  and  "Use  of  Visuals  in  Teaching" 
were  sprinkled  throughout  the  workshop.  Agents  also  were  asked  to 
interview  a few  leaders  and  come  to  the  workshop  with  some  leader 
opinions  on  specific  questions. 

Tennessee  - Progress  Report 

Figures  show  1959  was  a fabulous  4-H  year  in  Tennessee.  But  I960 
promises  to  be  even  better,  as  Tennessee  continues  to  expand  its 
leadership  development  program.  There  are  25  percent  more 
volunteer  leaders  in  the  State  than  two  years  ago.  More  than  1,000 
of  these  leaders  have  graduated  from  the  "7  - 7"  course,  Tennessee 
4-H  Leadership  in  Depth,  in  27  counties.

Descriptive  bulletin  is  prepared  by  Arlene  Wolfram  and  Catherine 
Sullivan  of  the  University  of  Illinois  staff  and  Vivian  Y/ennier,  formerly 
with  an  electrical  cooperative. 

Vest  Virginia  - Regional  4-H  Clothing  Schools 

Nine  regional  4-H  clothing  schools  are  being  held  for  advanced  4-H 
members,  leaders  and  adult  counselors.  Instructions  will  be  on 
current  style  information- -particularly  on  new  fabrics --and  suggestions 
about  the  care  and  sewing  of  the  fabrics.  Posture  and  grooming  will 
also  be  emphasized.  Several  of  the  schools  will  feature  a style  show 
by  a local  store,  with  4-H  girls  serving  as  models.  Two  schools  will 
be  held  especially  for  leaders  and  agents.
